On December 26, 2017, Respondent filed a motion to extend the time for her to present 
proof of passage of the Multistate Professional Responsibility Examination (MPRE). Respondent 
has apparently taken the MPRE three time since being ordered to do so but has still failed to pass 
the examination. The current deadline for her to present proof of her passage of the examination is 
January 19, 2018. She seeks a one-year extension of that deadline. 

On January 2, 2018, the State Bar Office of Probation filed a response to the motion, 
opposing the current request for an extension of time. 

On January 5, 2018, Respondent filed a reply to the opposition. 

Having reviewed the submitted pleadings, the court finds that good cause has been shown 
to extend the compliance period beyond January 19, 2018, but not for an entire year. Accordingly, 
Respondent’s request for an extension of time is GRANTED but the time in which Respondent 
may and must present proof to the Office of Probation of her passage of the MPRE is extended 
only until ten (10) calendar days after the results of the March 24, 2018 MPRE are released. 

In the event Respondent takes, but fails to pass, the March 2018 MPRE any resulting 
further motion seeking an additional extension of time must include: (1) documentary evidence 
from the National Conference of Bar Examiners (or other entity that sponsored/or administered the MPRE) that Respondent took the MPRE three times in 2017 and in March 2018; and (2) 
documentary proof that Respondent took a preparatory course for taking the MPRE in 2018 before 
taking the March 2018 examination.
